office in Rijeka for their supplies of food, coal, tailoring, and other stores, 
but they also have the right to deal directly with the qualified minigtries in 
BSlgrade. 


All supplies of food, clothing, coal, etcetera are reportedly furnished by 
Yugoslav industries, Coal is furnished by mines in Area, Mostar and Zelenika, 
Naphtha and gasoline are furnished exclusively by Jugopetrol, while heavy 
lubricating oils, cordage and other products are furnished by Jugolinija 
situated in Supply Depot Mo. 5,

central authorities have immediately restocked the supply depote with at least 
a sufficient supply of the needed products to meet the demand of departing 
ships,
